REFUSAL TO PAT CITY TAXBS. 

At tlio mecliii^' (jf l!io City C )iincil "n the 
Mill iiiil., it aiino'.iii hy llio ("ity As- 
sessor tlial Mr. D. U. lliog had relmo.l to 
pay bis licehge 08 a Barrister nt Imv.

8iich a course; vre nius't talco it Wr granlud 
tlial llie refusLiI to pay is b.ised on the ille- 
gality of tlio tax ils ilf, 01' n:i the moilo of 
ii)vyin;5 it. IT Mf. lliii;; eoiiL'i.'ivcs that tlm 
Corponilioii have no powei' to lew stiuli a 
lax, surely it would become him bettor, to 
advise tho city autiioriliea of bis/ opinion en 
the subject, and to ondeavonr to help tliem 
out of tho iliflicully under wliich llioy would 
laboi'; were it to be decided by the Su- 
liroiiie Coui'l that the tax cannot be levied, 
tli:in by a refusal to pay, to throw tho Cor- 
poration into litigiUioM which may pnl ihcin 
to considerable . expense. Actin^r in tho 
high legal position that ho so ably nils, Mr. 
Kiiu^ ninst be well aware that such a step as 
li) has taliun will influence raariy others to 
do likcwi.-e ; if tliu Acting Altornoy General 
rofiHcs to pay liii license ta.v why should any 
one else pay it ! 

We do not intop.il to pronounce an opinion 
one way or another upon the legality of the 
ta.v ; but we do think that it is the dutjr of 
every' good citizen to support the coi-poration 

■ in their endeavors to improve the town, and 
wo must all be awaro that tho necessary iin- 
provemcals cannot, b'j carried on wilhont 
money, and the necessary funds catuiiit bo 
raised witliont taxes. Now thu corporation 
either have tho power to levy the taxes, or 
they havQ not; if thsy have not, in tho 
naiiK!!)!' all thai is useful, iel an act be pasEod 
ihrniigh the House of Assembly with all con- 
voniont speed, giving them the power, and 
delijiiii^ what their power of taxation is, and 
and u'liat it is to be ; if tluiy have tho power, 
and have exercised ii improperly, then lot 
the acting Attorney Cleneral slate his reasons 
for relnsiiig to pay his license. The question 
ought to bo sot at rest, and it is to bo hoped it 
will not be necessary for the corporation to 
expend tho public nioney in liti^ialion. It 
cainint be dviiied that many iinprovonioiits 
have boon cll'jctc.l by the (^'ity Ciuuicil iii the 
past year ; wo do not endjrse all their acts 

-with our approval, but we certainly think- 
that tho payment of taxes ought not to be 
grpdgst], unless it can bo shown that the 
publio money has been wasted or misapplied. 



Union of tba Colonies. 

Editor iiRirisu CotoNisT — Sir:— A'ow 
or never ie the time to discuss tho subject of 
tho union of tho two colonies, and to act upon 
it with promplitude ; but I fear that the usual 
lethargy which hand's over the town, when 
not ensai^ed in the inunediale prospect of 
money niukini^, will allow the imperial tJov- 
ornnieiit to carry into cH'ecl the separation of 
the colonics — a step which the Duke nf Xew- 
castle is cvidcnily unwilling and reluctant to 
ado])t, but which must tal;e place iti the ab- 
senco of any voice being raised against it in 
the colony itself. 1 do not say that union is 
without 07iydoui/ desirable; I wish merely 
to see the matter discussed, and therefore tc- 
turn to objection No. 4 mentioned in my last 

In discussing a large.;gncstion like this 
local prejudices and petty jealousy should be 
allowed I'lo place, but if the interests of tho 
two colonies are diametrically opposed to 
each other, the ohj.'ctinu holds gootl, and i;o 
uaion can take place. It is, however, niy 
lirm belief that tlinse interests are dependent 
in a groat degree the iine on tho other, for 
either colony can oiler advantages which the 
other does not pos-^ess. Victoria presents 
her. free port and harbor at Esquimau as the 
most, convenient port and harbor on thi? 
doast. British (Johinibia, on the other hand, 
displays her gold mines, and a ready inarhct 
for all produce. In Victoria woalihy mer- 
oantile bouses have established themselves, 
and to lh<im TJrilish and other exporlers readily 
send their goods ; to New Westminster ves- 
sels, from v.'liatever cause, do not lind it con- 
venient to proceed. iitiiish Columbia pos- 
sesses niiJeveloped agricuhural resources lo 
which Vancouver l.ilund does not lay claim, 
although .slic hopes lo be able to support at 
least her own populati(]n. How then can it 
bo said thai the inleresls of llie two colonies 
are opposed to each other? Their charac - 
ters are different, but not ininiioal. In any 
general assembly, as 1 have said before, the 
renr'esentatives of each colony would curry 
weight in proportion to their numbers, and 
that number would, or ought to be, in some 
ratio, ciihcr to the population or the import- 
ance (,f the Colony. No sensible person 
can couiplaiu of this result. 

5. As lo objection N(j. "i, I will only "'^y 
that if the nalural position and capabilities 
of N'icloria have marked it out fur a Krtut 
couinicrcial cily, no political condition of 
tilings can alter hei- destiny. Jf, on the coo- 
Irary, Now Weslminster olf'ers greater com- 
mercial advantages she will undoubtedly 
take the lead ; but no mere presence of a 
residetit governor and stall' of oflioials can 
ever force Her into a position which nature 
has never intended she should occupy, if 
a union were to take p.'ace I should bo wil- 
ling to see the abolition of the free port sys 
loin, for I have snfTicicnt confidence in tho 
future l» br-lieve that such a 3t(;p would nol 
have the sli:;htL'sl i^lli'Ct in lliu amciunt of ini- 
porls, niir would it deter the outtanco of a 
.single voSMd. 

I have not space in this letter to speal; of 
the a(lranta[i<\i which would accrue to this 
Colony by an union ; but In mit' result 1 
would p.arlicularly drav/ attention, viz : lhat 
by a scimmliuii a sectional and local policy 
must oe the one adopted ; by a union the 
policy would bo established on broad and 
national grontids. A solo governor would bo 
enabled to carry out a line of conduct which 
would benefit not only one Colony, but the 
otlier also, and wculd not be inllucnccd by 
any pariy feeling in- nairow jealousy, but by 
taking u lar!;e anil comprclu'iisivc view of 
things would be ihe better einibled to lay the 
(oiindalions of prospcri'y on a sure basis. Un 
tho oilier ban;!, the Governor of ISritish (Co- 
lumbia unlc,-s ho prove a ir. lo of large intel- 
lect anil broail views ami ],i s^esseil, more- 
over, of .lingular (icterminalion, will, in all 
probability be induced lo regard politics from 
a narrow point of view, and he iucliued to 
look solely to the benefit of locality. 

In conclusion, I would ask, if we are lo he 
blessed with a separate Government, where 
are we to find a (iovernor of ability willing 
to accept the small mlary which thhs (,'olony 
can afford to pay .' I am, itc, A.
